L a m b s on M u n icip al P o litics. 


S a n F r a n c is c o , April 5th.—Owing to the 
neglect and dishonesty of School Census 
M arshal Hildebrandt, the Buckley lamb 
who was appointed by the last Board of 
Education to discover the num ber of school 
children in San Francisco, the State ap­ 
portionm ent for this fiscal year has been 
reduced $131,505. As the Board of Super­ 
visors estimated the outside revenues of 
the Department on the basis of Hilde- 
brandt's figures, which were obtained by 
the lambs m ainly by drawing on their 
im aginations, the falling oft of the State 
apportionm ent from $600.000 to $558,404 
lias caused a decided deficiency in the ap­ 
propriation. 
Secretary Beanston of the 
Board of Education estimates that on July 
1st the Departm ent will be $150.000 behind. 
This condition of allairs will render the 
paym ent of May and June salaries impossi­ 
ble. In case the solid nine do not make 
away w ith the surplus funds in the Treas­ 
ury, after expending the regular appropria­ 
tions, they will be enabled to turn over 
about $100,000 into the school fund at the 
end of the fiscal year. Owing to the fact, 
however, that several of the appropriations 
—notably, those for printing and stationery 
and buildings and repairs—are already ex­ 
hausted. it is doubtful if the solid nine will 
have anythin? left. 
It therefore looks as 
though the teachers were again about to 
lose their m idsum m er salaries.

U N IT E D STATES CONSULS. 


A H u n d red A p p lica n ts lo r E very P o si­ 
tio n —P oor S a la ries. 


W a s h i n g t o n , April 5th.—Applicants for 
appointm ent in the Consular service will 
not be encouraged by tbe fact that the en-, 
tire num ber of Consuls to whom salaries 
are paid is only 218. Of these twenty-two 
are Consuls-General whose salaries vary 
from $3,000 to $0,000 per annum . There 
are six classes of Consuls, exclusive of 
Consuls-General, the highest class receiv­ 
ing $3,500 per annum and 
the lowest 
$1.500. There are but seven in the highest 
class, of which six are in China and one 
(Callao) in Peru. The $3,000 per annum 
class numbers eighteen, the $2,500 class 
fifty-one. The rem ainder are in the two 
classes that pay respectively $1,500 and 
$1,000 per annum . The supply is about 
equal to one Consul for every one hun­ 
dred applicant, allowing tbat 25 per cent, 
of these now in office will be retained Ap­ 
plicants not supported by potential in ­ 
fluence will appreciate bow slim are their 
chances for success. In addition to tbe sal- 
ried Consuls, there are a num ber of Vice­ 
Consuls, Commercial Agents and Consular 
Agents, to whom no salaries are paid, but 
who are allowed to appropriate all fees 
collected up to $1,500 per annum . 
All 
Consular officers are required to keep an 
account of fees received, which fees are 
prescribed by law, and make a report to the 
Treasury. There is a great deal of exagger­ 
ation about the am ount of Consular fees. 
The Consul-General to London is paid $6,­ 
000 salary, and the fees m ust be paid into 
the treasury. For performing work not 
required by law he can charge fees, which 
he can retain. The aggregate of these will 
not exceed the am ount of his salary. This 
is the practice at ail Consulates. 


C IV IL SER V IC E R E F O R M . 


E x-S ecretary E n d fcott Says It TVIII H ave 
to b e A d op ted . 
W a sh in g to n , April 5th. — Ex-Secretary 
Endicott, in company with his successor, 
Secretary Proctor, called on the President 
this afternoon. H e afterwards talked quite 
freely with a reporter. H e said he felt re­ 
lieved at being once more a private citizen, 
and added : “ The President does not seem 
to be looking very well. 
H e evidently 
needs a rest. The American people put too 
much strain on their Presidente. The work 
onght to be delegated. The time is near at 
hand when it will have to be done. Our 
great need is a more extended civil service. 
This is the only Government where there is 
a scramble for office. It is undignified, un­ 
patriotic. and until the tenure is made se­ 
cure. and places are filled with good men, 
the President will be overburdened. 
“ Look at England. There is a free gov­ 
ernm ent, and there men who desire to en­ 
ter the employ of the Government are 
tested thoroughly, and if fonnd competent 
are offered every inducem ent to stay in the 
service. 
W ithin the lifetime of the genera­ 
tion now being born there will be in this 
country an arm y of officials three hundred 
thousand strong. Then civil service will 
be necessary, and the President will have 
to be relieved of his drudgery of appoint­ 
ments by heads of departments and bu­ 
reaus, because no one man can be able to 
do the work. The reform will not com­ 
mence too soon if it were put into operation 
at once.”

reached. He rem ained at the mission until 
January 14th. The country he had trav­ 
ersed from Banksland 
was rough and 
open, the snow was terribly drifted and 
most of the journey was made on foot, the 
dogs barely managing to drag the Camp 
outfit and provisions. On the first of De­ 
cember the therm om eter registered 105 de 
grees below the freezing point. Terrible 
blizzards swept across the country continu­ 
ally, and the most strenuous exertions were 
necessary to keep the party from being 
scattered and frozen to death. 
Lord Lons­ 
dale estimates that he traveled by dog sled 
and on foot about 10,000 
miles 
from 
W innipeg in little more than one year. 
In 
the 
Hudson 
bay 
region, 
where 
the 
snow 
and 
ice 
were 
smooth, 
the dogB frequently carried them over 200 
miles a day. 
He left the mission at Nu- 
sbagak Jannary 14th, and with a dog train 
started across the peninsula to Katmai, on 
the north Pacific. 
From there he crossed 
to Kodiak, on Kodiac island, where there 
is a whaling station. The Earl sent word 
he would sail for England at once, but no 
news has been received of his arrival at any 
American port, and it is possible he has 
turned whaler, to get some new experi­ 
ences.

The evidence is regarded as conclusive by 
the Treasury Agents.

King and his son, 
aged 20 years, had killed some hogs, and 
a s'th e y were to move into a new house a 
few hundred yards distant, they had ear­ 
ned the meat to the new house, and young 
King had slept there to guard the meat, on 
the night of the m unler. 
Before going to 
the new house for tue night young King 
had used the ax and ¡eft it at the yard gate^ 
Suspicion pointed to King’s son-in law, 
Shultz, a first cousin to tbe man arrested 
here, who had run away with K ing’s 
daughter, and had forged an order for the 
marriage license, and it was the fear of 
being prosecuted for forgery that caused 
him to 
m urder King and his family. 
Shultz, 
King’s 
son-in-law, 
had 
made 
threats, and has since confessed to a friend 
that he and his cousin did the killing; that 
he killed King and his wife, and th at his 
cousin killed the six children and then set 
fire to the house. 
Young Schultz, who was arrested here, 
came to Dallas county in January with 
John Parkatn, and has since been living 
with him . 
H e says he can prove he was 
forty-five miles away at tbe lime of the 
killing. 
The Sheriff says that he has posi­ 
tive proof that Schultz was seeu near 
King's place late on the evening in ques­ 
tion.

everything, and are homeless and destitute. 
The house of W illiam Cline was burned, 
Mrs. Cline perishing in the flames.

STAGE ROBBERY. 


D etectiv e Hom e's T h rillin g S tory o f 
th e KobBery o f th e G rass V al­ 
ley S tage, J u ly 27, 1873.

In 1873, before the Nevada County Nar­ 
row Gauge Railroad was built, passengers, 
mail and express matter for Nevada City, 
Grass Valley and adjoining camps were 
carried by stage from Colfax, on the Cen­ 
tral Pacific liailroad. 
To accommodate 
the traffic two six-horse coaches were run 
daily between Colfax and Nevada City 
during the week, but on Sunday only one 
coach made the trip. 
These coaches had 
three seats on the inside, accommodating 
three passengers each ; on the seat with 
the driver there was room for one more, 
and on the top or deck of the stage two 
other seats, called dickey seats, made 
room for six passengers, so that the total 
capacity of the stage was sixteen passen­ 
gers. 
To protect in a measure the lartre ship­ 
ments of treasure carried on the line by 
Wells, Fargo & Co., a wrought-iron safe 
was built into the back part of the stage, 
and, being cushioned on top, served as the 
inside back seat of the coach. 
< 'n the afternoon of Sunday, July 27, 
187o, a handsome and remarkably intelli- 
gent-looking young lady, whose name ap­ 
pealed upon the stage books as Miss E. 
Webber, was watching with an interest 
which clearly betrayed its ownership the 
hoisting of a large trunk to the deck of 
one of these coaches standing in front of 
Wells, Fargo & Co.’s office at Colfax. 
After the trunk had been placed in po­ 
sition and securely lashed, the mail-bags 
thrown on and the express agent, Mr. 
-Story, had put a pouch containing $7,000 
in gold coin, and three packages contain­ 
ing $50, $18 and $10, respectively, in the 
safe and carefully lockea the same, the 
young lady was assisted into the coach 
and took her place on the back seat imme­ 
diately over the treasure. 
The other pas­ 
sengers, eleven in number—all men—now 
clambered to their seats. Judge T. B. 
McFarland, now of the Supreme C ourt; 
E. Black Kvan, at present the well-known 
railroad attorney, and the Hon. W. R. 
Tully took the “ dickey” seat beyond Hon. 
A. A. Sargent and the driver, Bob Scott, 
while an extra driver, George Sutton, oc­ 
cupied the rear dickey seat. 
The re­ 
mainder, among whom were C. C. Coolidge, 
C. M. Mason, K. Caspar and Mr. Clements, 
bestowed themselves inside the coach. 
The presence of so many prominent law­ 
yers upon the same stage is accounted for 
by the fact that Court opened in Nevada 
City the following day, and the trial of an 
important civil suit, involving a large 
amount of money, was to l>egin. 
After 
everything was finally secured and all be­ 
ing in readiness, the coach at last started, 
about 4 o’clock in the afternoon, for Ne­ 
vada City and Grass Valley. 
The road for the first few miles led, with 
many curves and windings, down to Bear 
river, yet with such an easy and regular 
descent that the team made the entire dis­ 
tance on a lively trot. It was the very 
poetry of staging. 
Rounding a rugged 
point at one moment, the leaders wuuld 
disappear, engulfed apparently in the pale 
blue atmosphere which hangs over dizzy 
hights, the nextswinging around the point, 
the wheels grazing the very verge of an 
abyss, where far below, through depths of 
swimming air, gleamed the foaming waters 
of Bear river, would glide into the shadowy 
re<.-ess of some dark ravine, through whose 
murmuring depths ol clustering cedars 
welled up the cool refreshing plash of fall­ 
ing stream. 
After crossing the Bear river the grade 
was ascending, and progress necessarily 
much slower. With so many of the bright­ 
est minds of the State on board, however, 
it can easily be believed that conversation 
never flagged, but with witty salliei and 
brilliant repartee, as the coach toiled 
slowly up the grade, Time’s lagging foot­ 
steps were unnoticed. 
In this intellectual 
exercise our young lady on the back seat 
took no unimportant part, but by her in­ 
telligence, wit and vivacity gained the un­ 
disguised but respectful admiration of the 
entire party. 
The summit of the grade was reached 
just as the setting sun was gilding the 
western horizon. 
From the dusky valley 
silently up the Sierra’s slopes the somber 
hosts of night came stealing. 
Hight after 
hight fell before that resistless advance, 
till only from the loftiest peaks flamed the 
banners of retiring day. Softly and peace­ 
fully that summer Sabbath was drawing 
to a close. 
The dusty chaparral by the 
roadside rustled with the skurrving flight 
of timid cottontails, while from the manza- 
nita on the hillside the mellow-voiced 
quail piped its vesper. “The shrill cicada, 
people of the pine” led nature’s stringed 
orchestra, and the myriad-voiced hymn of 
insect life rose throbbing through the soft 
evening air. 
_ The passengers on the coach were not 
insensible to the charm of the hour, and 
as the coach rolled onward in the long 
«ummer twilight, yielding to the spell of 
the momeut E. Black Ryan essayed in 
mellifluous tones the execution of that 
sweet old Irish melody, “ The Low-backed 
Car.” 
The stage was now nearing the lower 
end of Sheet’s ranch, some four or five 
railes out of Grass Valley, the inclosing 
fence of which ran along the north or 
right hand side of the road. The team 
was walking slowly, and the passengers 
were listening enchanted to Mr. Ryan, 
who, reclining in hisseat with head thrown 
back, completely absorbed in his musical 
etlort, was rendering in a manner entirely 
his own, a difficult passage in the story of 
Peggy, when four armed, masked men, 
stepped from a gateway in the fence and 
formed across the road. The next moment 
the passengers found themselves covered 
by three shotguns and a revolver, and the 
stage and the song came to a sudden halt 
at one and the same moment. Silence fol­ 
lowed for a few moments, and was becom­ 
ing positively oppressive, when Bob Scott, 
the driver, hoping, possibly, that their de­ 
signs might be upon the singer and not 
upon the treasure box, asked: “ W hat do 
you want?” and then, the ice l>eing broken 
as it were, Mr. Ryan, in a voice intended 
to be kind and conciliatory, inquired : 
u Yes, l>oys, what does this mean?” 
“ We want that treasure-box,” was the 
coucise replv. 
Byan breathed freely once 
more, and the driver, with sublime readi­ 
ness responded, “ It's on the other stage.” 
This unexj>eited information seemed to 
stagger the highwayman, but quickly re 
covering himself, he said: “ Well", we 
will keep you till the other stage comes 
up.” 
Another trying pause ensued, and seeing 
th at escape was imi>ossible, Bob Scott said: 
44 It’s no use fooling any longer, this is the 
only stage to-night. 
“ T hat’s what we thought,” remarked 
one of the highwaymen, briskly. 
“ Climb 
down from there and unhitch your team.” 
The passenger were ordered out of the 
stage, and they, with the driver and his 
team, under guard of two of the robbers, 
marched some thirty feet ahead of the 
stage and formed in line along the fence, 
the yawning muzzle of a shotgun at either 
end of the line serving to maintain more 
than strict military rigidity of deportment. 
The other two highwaymen then at­ 
tacked the treasure-box. It was secured 
by a double lock, a padlock and hasp on 
'the outside, and a second lock set into the 
iron door. 
The 
padlock was quickly 


broken with an old pick, and then pro> 
ducing powder and fuse, they were making 
preparations to blow open the second lock. 
The young lady who was at the end of the 
line had watched the entire proceedings 
with great coolness and nerve, but now 
realizing their purpose, she spoke for the 
first time since the appearance of the high­ 
waymen : 
“ Gentlemen,” she said, entreatingly, “it 
is evident that you are going to use pow­ 
der to blow open the safe, and my trunk, 
which is on the deck of the stage, will in 
all probability be blown to pieces. It con­ 
tains all that I possess in the world, and 
while its destruction will not benefit you 
in the least it will be an irreparable loss to 
me. 
I beg of you to take it down.” 
“ Certainly, miss, with 
the greatest 
pleasure,” gallantly responded one of the 
robbers, and putting down the can of 
powder he climbed nimbly to the deck of 
the stage, and, unfastening the trunk, slid 
it carefully down over the boot, where it 
was received by his companion, and de­ 
posited on the ground out of danger from 
the explosion. As he did this, the young 
lady, who was anxiously watching the 
proceeding, obtained a fleeting glimp-e of 
the man’s face. Then, as they resumed 
their work the lock was soon charged, the 
fuse lighted, aud the two men quickly 
withdrew to a place of safety, and awaited 
developments. A minute passed and no 
explosion occurred. One of the men, im­ 
patient at the delay, approached the stage 
and looked in, but quickly jumped back. 
There was a sudden hiss, a spurt of red 
tire, and a loud report woke the slumber­ 
ing echoes of the hills. 
Before the smoke had cleared away the 
two robbers had returned to the coach, 
and in a few minutes the shattered tre a su re 
box was relieved of its contents. 
“All right, boys!” cried the leader, 
“ come on,” and tiie passengers and their 
guard started toward the coach, the latter 
walking backward, with their leveled shot­ 
guns covering the excited passengers, and 
admonishing them not to be in too great a 
hurry. 
When they had reached the coach 
the two robbers who had blown open the 
safe had already passed through the open­ 
ing in the inclosure, but one of them re­ 
turned and picked up the box which had 
contained the powder and fuse, and then 
being joined bv the two who had been 
guarding the passengers, the whole party 
turned their backs on the passengers and 
quickly disappeared through the open gate 
into the chaparral. 
The stage at first appeared to be com­ 
pletely demolished. The top of the iron 
box had been bent double and hurled 
through the roof of the stage, fragments of 
the lock were blown through the box and 
flcor of the coach, and the lining was 
ripped off and the wood work of the stage 
was badly shattered, but fortunately the 
running gear was found to be uninjured. 
After the disappearance of the highwav- 
men, it required but a few moments for 
the two drivers to hitch up the team and 
replace the precious trunk. The passen­ 
gers resumed places in the dilapidated 
vehicle, and without further mishap they 
soon saw the twinkling lights of Grass 
Valley. Conversation languished, 
how­ 
ever, and Mr. Ryan did not resume the 
interrupted melody, and in fact he posi­ 
tively asserts that the tune of “ Peggy in 
the Low-backed Car” was carried awavbv 
the highwaymen, with other more material 
treasure, on that memorable evening, and 
he has never since been able to strike it. 
The remainder of the ride was made in 
silence, and after reaching Grass Valley the 
stage was driven to an address previously 
given to the driver, and Miss Webber anil 
her rescued trunk deposited before the 
door of a comfortable looking cottage on 
the outskirts of the town. 
A small, neat 
dooryard was inclosed by a picket fence 
that gleamed white ;n the lamplight that 
streamed from door and windows, and this 
unusual illumination gave evidence that 
the arrival of their visitor was not unex­ 
pected. 
The lady of the house hastened 
to meet her, and after giving her a cordial 
greeting directed the disposal of the trunk 
and led the way in the house. 
Miss Webber, while returning with easy 
graciousness the kindness hea|>ed upon her 
by the inmates of the house, was evidently 
disturbed by finding only the members of 
this family awaiting her arrival, and finally 
made inquiries of her hostess regarding 
the non-appearance of the gentleman she 
came there to meet. A voluble explana­ 
tion followed, from which Miss \V ebber 
learned that the party she expected had 
been suddenly summoned a short distance 
into the country, but all was arranged and 
his return expected at any moment. 
After 
partaking of an inviting repast, at the sug­ 
gestion of her hostess, Miss Webber re­ 
paired to her room and soon forgot, in the 
agreeable occupation of the toilet, the 
momentary feeling of distrust and disap­ 
pointment which she had experienced 
upon learning of the absence of the person 
she had reason to expect would meet her 
upon her arrival. 
By the time all travel stains had been 
effaced and she had donned a modest but 
elegant dress, she knew by the demonstra­ 
tions about the house that another arrival 
had taken place, and almost immediately 
her hostess appeared and glowing with 
suppressed excitement, informed her that 
now they only waited her appearance. 
Though unprepared for such a precipitate 
course of action, she made no objection, 
and taking a final survey of her appear­ 
ance followed the woman into an adjoining 
room. 
Two men, one of whom was evidently a 
clergyman, seated in the middle of the 
room rose at her entrance and quietly 
greeted her, while a third, who haa been 
standing partly concealed in the shadow at 
the further side of the room, stepped 
quickly up to Miss Webber and with a 
brief elance at her face signed to the 
clergyman, and with no other prelimina­ 
ries that gentleman opened his book, and 
at that moment a marriage service began. 
The woman, who had not yet lifted her 
eves, started slightly when the man at her 
side made the usual responses, and she 
heard for the first time the tones of his 
voice, but she made no effort to see his 
partly-averted face. When the final words 
had t>een spoken the groom, clasping her 
hand closely, leaned toward her to impress 
uj>on her lips the customary salute, and 
as his face almost touched her own, the 
light from a shaded lamp above them fell 
full upon his features. 
At this first view 
of the man to whom she was married every 
vestige of color fled from the face of the 
woman. W ith an inarticulate cry of loath­ 
ing and horror she tore herself from his 
grasp and fled from the room. The man 
stood like one stunned for a moment, and 
then as though attacked by a sudden guilty 
consciousness, he hurriedly left the house 
without any further attempt to see his 
bride and with no attempt at explanation. 
The newly-made wife remained locked 
up in her room for hours, and whether or 
not she ever relieved the consuming curi­ 
osity of the spectators of this strange and 
mysterious marriage, certain it is that her 
first request of the family was to leave an 
order on the stage book for them to call 
for her upon the following morning. This 
was done, and early the next day a sad­ 
dened and weary-eved woman, who bore 
little 
resemblance 
to the 
handsome, 
sparkling cirl who had l>een a passenger 
on the stage the day before, climbed into 
the coach and sank dejectedly into a seat. 
The trunk of many vicissitudes wa< again 
put in place, but this time unwatched by 
the owner’s eager eyes, and the stage rolled 
away. 
That same day a man named Charley 
Thompson, alias Bill Early, who was 
known to be an ex-convict, was arrested 
for complicity in the robbery the day be­ 
fore. There was at that time no evidence 
to hold him, but his character was known 
and he was arrested and held on suspicion. 
Previous to the events just narrated the 
Downieville stage was stopped near Ore­ 
gon House, Yuba county, on the 23d of 
June, 1873, and three masked men robbed 
Wells, Fargj & Co.’s treasure-box, secur­ 


ing a gold bar six inches long, two and one- 
half inches wide and one inch thick, 
valued at $2,200, $381 in coin, and $100 in 
gold dnst. 
During the early part of August, 1873, 
while the officers were still exercised over 
the robbery of the Colfax and Grass Val­ 
ley stage, an elderly gentleman of respect­ 
able appearance arrived at the quiet and 
secluded village of Coloma, El Dorado 
eounty, and put up at the hotel kept by 
Mrs. Hank Meyers under the name of 
Robert Walker, stating that he was a 
mining superintendent, having been lately 
employed at the St. Patrick’s mine, at 
Ophir, in Placer county. 
Having depos­ 
ited with the landlady some thousand dol­ 
lars in gold coin and a small bar of gold 
bullion, he turned in to have a nice, quiet, 
convivía! time. 
He was very liberal with 
his money and won the sympathies of all 
the parents of the town by making pres­ 
ents to the children. 
Whenever he saw a 
barefooted child of needy appearance he 
would at once present it with from $2 50 
to $5 to buy shoes, hats, or whatever 
seemed most needed. 
In fact, his deport­ 
ment at all times was so polite and gentle­ 
manly that he gained the alieetions of the 
entire community, and it was a subject of 
almost universal regret that one so good 
and generous should beso addicted to over­ 
indulgence in the wine-cup. 
On the 9th of August, Cal Montgomery, 
of Coloma, being on a visit to Placerville, 
chanced to inform J. B. Hume of the good 
angel who had taken up his abode in Co­ 
loma, and the latter, who was compara­ 
tively familiar with the incidents of the 
recent robberies of Wells, Fargo A Co.’s 
treasure boxes, decided at once to investi­ 
gate the unusual phenomenon at Coloma. 
As a preliminary step, he telegraphed to 
Ophir and learned that no such person as 
Walker had ever been employed in the 
St. Patrick mine in any capacity. 
Hume then procured a team, and at 
midnight of August 9th he started for Co­ 
loma, reaching the latter place early on 
the morning of the 10th. At Hume’s re­ 
quest Mrs. Myers produced the coin and 
bar of gold deposited by Walker. This 
bar had evidently been cut from a larger 
bar with a cold chisel, and from appear­ 
ances was a portion of the one stolen in 
the Oregon House stage robbery of June 
23d, and many of the gold $20 pieces were 
bent and powder-burned, as if they had 
gone through an explosion. 
Hume was directed by Mrs. Myers to 
the room occupied by Walker, where he 
found the ma i in bed. 
“ Get up,” said Hume ; “ I want you.” 
“ Want me? W hat for?” inquired the 
astonished 
and 
half-awakened philan­ 
thropist. 
“ For stage-robbing. Put on your clothes 
and come with me. 
I am going to take 
you to Placerville.” 
The man arose and pu 
on his clothes 
and was taken down stairs, where his cap­ 
tor said to him: “You have some money 
here with the landlady, and as it is prob­ 
able that you will not be here again very 
soon, you may as well turn it over to me 
and I will give you a receipt for it.” 
After some demur the man did as 
Hume suggested, and the latter, after tak­ 
ing possession of the money, ironed the 
man and placing him in his buggy started 
for Placerville. 
Walker, being suddenly 
cut off from stimulants after his protracted 
spell of hard drinking, was in a state of 
nervousness bordering on delirium trem­ 
ens, and in no condition to talk intelli­ 
gently. 
Hume’s first care after placing him in 
a cell in the jail at Placerville, was to se­ 
cure the services of Dr. Cook. Thanks to 
this gentleman’s skillful treatment and 
the liberal quantities of iced chicken 
broth administered by Hume, Walker was 
;oonon the way to recovery and reform. 
Hume then held an interview with his 
prisoner, pointing out to him that the gold 
bar in his possession was clearly a portion 
of the bar stolen in the Oregon House 
robbery, and that the bent and blackened 
condition of much of the coin showed con­ 
clusively that it was a share of the spoils 
in the Grass Valley stage robbery of July 
27th, on which occasion the iron treasure- 
box had been blown open with powder. 
_ On being confronted with the weight of 
circumstantial evidence against him, the 
prisoner wished to make a confession, on 
condition that Hume would promise him 
immunity from punishment for his par­ 
ticipation in the crime. This, of course, 
Hume refused to do,merely informing him 
of the customary procedure of the Courts 
in the case of a prisoner who has turned 
State’s evidence. On receiving assurances 
of Hume's trustworthiness, the prisoner 
then made a full confession in regard to 
both the Oregon House and the Grass 
Valley stage robberies, implicating as his 
associates in the latter James Meyers, a 
saloon-keeper of Grass Valley; Bill Early, 
alias Thompson, an old convict; N. C. 
Stover, a miner living near Grass Valley, 
and George Lane. 
He gave his own name 
as Louis Dribblesbie. 
Immediately upon 
receiving 
this 
confession, Hume tele­ 
graphed Sheriff Perrin, of Nevada City, to 
meet him at Grass Valley, and setting out 
at once Hume reached that place shortly 
after dark. 
Here he found Sheriff' Perrin 
awaiting him, and learned from him that 
Stover was employed at the Coe mine, be­ 
tween Grass Valley and Nevada City. 
Perrin assured Hume that he knew Mr. 
Hill, the Superintendent of the mine, and 
that he was a reliable man, who would co­ 
operate with them heartily when he should 
learn their mission. 
Perrin’s team being 
in readiness, they drove at once to the Coe 
mine, reaching it about midnight. Super­ 
intendent H ill was aroused, and inquiries 
were made where Stover could lie found. 
Upon learning the object of their visit, 
the Superintendent scoffed at the idea of 
Stover being implicated in a robbery, stat­ 
ing that Stover was the most industrious 
and reliable man in his employ, and that 
he could be found in a cabin a short dis­ 
tance from the mine, having just returned 
from a hunting expedition of several days’ 
duration. 
He added that the only thing 
which could be urged against Stover’s 
character was the fact that he was living 
with a woman to whom he was not legally 
married. 
11 was finally arranged that Mr. 
H ill should go to the cabin, and by telling 
Stover that the pump had broken in the 
mine, induce him to come up, as he had 
previously done, to repair it, and the 
officers could then interview him and 
satisfy themselves that he was innocent. 
H ill accordingly set off, and Hume at 
once proposed to follow him. 
Perrin was 
in favor of waiting for Stover at the mine. 
Hume urged the advisability of following, 
claiming that Stover might take alarm 
and escape them. 
His proposition finally 
prevailed, and following closely after Hill, 
without his being aware of their proximity, 
and reaching the cabin at almost the same 
moment, stationed themselves at the side 
of the road where they could see without 
being seen. 
H ill stood at the gate and called Stover, 
and in response the latter appeared at the 
door, and, learning what was wanted, re­ 
plied that he would dress and repair to 
the mine immediately. Stover struck a 
light l>efore closing the door, and by this 
Hume and Perrin saw Stover’s dog—a 
large and savage brute, of whose existence 
Hill had warned them—enter the house, 
and the door was then closed. 
As H ill 
moved away, Perrin and Hume made for 
the house, calling out to Stover to keep 
back hisdog. Stover, hearing their voices, 
again appeared at the door, and upon his 
inquiring what was wanted, he was in­ 
formed that the Sheriff was there and 
wanted him. 
Preceded by Stover, the officers then 
entered the cabin. Going to the bed, in 
which a woman was lying, Hume threw 
back the pillows and took possession of a 
large six-shooter. The woman now en­ 
livened the proceedings by springing out 
of bed and throwing her arms around the 
man’s neck and alternately weeping and 
abusing the officers. 
Stover finally succeeded in getting his 
garments together and was taken up to 
' the Superintendent's office at the mine 


and informed of the charge against him. 
As he stoutly maintained his innocence 
and nothing could be extracted from him, 
he was placed iu the Sheriff’s buggy, 
securely handcuffed to the seat, and Perrin 
started with him for the jail at Nevada 
City. 
Hume set out on foot for Grass 
Valley, it being arranged that Perrin 
would pick him up on his return from Ne­ 
vada City. 
Dribblesbie, in his confession had stated 
that Meyers’ share in the spoils of the 
robbery, $1,400, had been buried by him 
(Dribblesbie) under a log 1n Boston Ra­ 
vine, near Grass Valley, at a place which 
he carefully described. When Sheriff'Per­ 
rin overtook Hume, they drove at once to 
the place described, and it being now day­ 
light, the spot was found without difficulty. 
The money, however, was not there, though 
it was clearly evident that something had 
been buried there. 
Returning to Grass Valley, they drove 
to the rear of Meyers’ saloon, and’ Perrin 
pointed out the room where Meyers slept. 
Leaving the Sherifl' in the buggy, Hume 
entered the room and awoke Meyers, and, 
upon his inquiry regarding the reason of 
his disturbance, Hume replied: 
“ A stage robbery was committed near 
here a short time ago, and the job was put 
up in this room by yourself, Bill Early, 
Lou Dribblesbie, N. C. Stover and George 
Lane. 
Dribblesbie buried your share of 
the money, $1,400, under a fog in Boston 
Ravine, and you have since dug it up. 
Now, it will simplify matters for you very 
greatly if you will turn that money over 
without further trouble.” 
Meyers was standing in the middle of 
the room clad only in his undershirt, and 
although 
the 
early 
morning air was 
slightly chilly, he no sooner realized 
what was wanted than the perspiration 
beg:in to break out upon him, and by the 
time Hume had finished his statement 
the clammy moisture was fairly dripping 
from every pore in his trembling body; 
but notwithstanding this, he stoutly denied 
all knowledge of both robbery and money. 
“Very well,” said Hume, “get your 
clothes and come along, the Sherifl'is wait­ 
ing for you outside.” 
Meyers obeyed, and 
was soon safely behind the bars of the 
County Jail. 
Bill Early’s lawyers had already applied 
fora writ of habeas corpus, and as it was 
certain that he would be released from 
lack of sufficient evidence, unless Dribbles- 
bie’s testimony could be produced, it be­ 
came imperatively necessary to have Dib- 
blesbie in Nevada City to testify against 
him. 
Hume therefore telegraphed to 
Placerville to have Dribblesbie started for 
Auburn at once. 
Hume himself met the 
officer having Dribblesbie in charge at 
Auburn, and hurried the latter to Nevada 
City, and when the hearing on the writ of 
habeas corpus was held, his testimony was 
so clear and convincing that Bill Early 
was held to answer, thus making four of 
the five implicated in the robbery well on 
their way to conviction. 
When Hume was absent from Nevada 
City, when he went to Auburn to meet 
Dribblesbie, Joe Perrin, the admirable and 
popular Sheriff whose able co-operation 
had been of such inestimable service to 
Ilumc, told Stover that it was certain that 
Dribbiesbie’s testimony would be just what 
Hume had outlined, and Stover becoming 
convinced of the hopelessness of his case, 
confessed to his connection with the rob­ 
bery. He told Sheriff' Perrin that the 
afternoon before he was arrested he had 
stood in the door of his cabin, and pointed 
out to the woman with whom he was liv­ 
ing the exact spot, under a tree across a 
little ravine in front of the cabin, where 
his share of the plunder was buried. This 
woman, he said, was the notorious Nellie 
Gassway, of the Gassway family, whose 
unsavory record is well known throughout 
the State. 
Sheriff' Perrin and Under Sheriff' Potter 
took Stover and drove to the spot indicated 
but fie money was gone. A woman’s 
track leading from the spot to the cabin 
indicated plainly the cause of the disap­ 
pearance of the treasure. They drove to 
the cabin and arrested the Gassway woman, 
but she persisted in denying all knowledge 
of the money. Stover was allowed to in­ 
terview her, in the hope that he could in­ 
duce her to disclose its hiding place, but 
his efforts were of no avail, and when it 
became evident that nothing would induce 
her to disgorge she was released from cus­ 
tody. 
Before Hume reached Nevada (jitv with 
Dribblesbie, and after listening to the per­ 
suasive eloquence of Sheriff Perrin, Mvers 
concluded also that the game was up, and 
Messrs. Perrin and Potter had taken a lit­ 
tle drive with him to Grass Valley, where 
he restored what remained of his share of 
the booty. 
The preliminary examination of Stover 
and Myers was held August 18th. 
Drib­ 
blesbie testified in accordance with his 
confession, and in due time, with Thomp­ 
son, alias Early, and George Larne, who 
was still at large, were indicted by the 
Grand Jury. 
Meyers, notwithstanding his confession, 
was induced by his attorney, J. I. Cald­ 
well, to stand trial, but wis convicted and 
sentenced to ten years’ imprisonment at 
San Quentin. 
Stover pleaded eruilty, and received asim­ 
ilar sentence. 
He died at San Quentin 
August 20, 1879. 
The jury failed to agree in the case of 
Thompson, alias Early, but at his second 
trial, in February, 1874, he was convicted 
and sentenced to the penitentiary for a 
term of fifteen years. 
Meyers served his term out, and died at 
the County Hospital at 
Nevada Citv 
shortly after his release from prison. 
Charley Thompson, alias Early, served 
his term out, but was returned to San 
Quentin from Amador county in 1884 for 
burglarizing Wells, Fargo & Co.’s safe at 
Dry town. 
In 1874 Hume got George Lane, alias 
George Lester, at Virginia City, Nevada, 
where he had been arrested. He was tried 
and convicted, and received a sentence of 
fifteen years. 
He afterward, in company 
with Bob Clements, robbed the stage from 
Forbestown 
to Oroville, 
was 
arrested 
and convicted, and again sent to the peni­ 
tentiary for ten years. 
Dribblesbie was detained in the County 
Jail at Nevada City until the final dis- 
g 


jsiiion of the cases of his accomplices, 
esides testifying before the Grand Jury, 
he testified publicly six times during the 
different examinations and trials, and, in 
the language of the profession, was said to 
be the “prettiest” witness that was ever 
put upon a stand. His candor and ingen­ 
uousness, together with his appearance of 
a venerable benefactor, won the hearts of 
the entire community, and the commisera­ 
tion of the Bar of Nevada county. 
After 
the cases were finally disposed of, Hutne 
furnished him transportation to his old 
home in Galena, Illinois, where he doubt­ 
less pursues peacefully what was his fa­ 
vorite pastime while at leisure here, the 
instruction in Bible lore of all the little 
children with whom he came in contact. 
It was learned of him that he had held, 
with credit to himself, the position of 
Sheriff in his native county, which office 
he resigned in 1S49 to seek his fortune 
among the gold mines of California. 
In order that our story may not seem 
incomplete, we must return and recite a 
brief history of the lady who conducted 
herself so strangely at the mysterious mar­ 
riage which we nave already described. 
She had grown to womanhood in an ob­ 
scure little town in Northern Indiana,^ 
where her nearest neighbor and childish 
friend had been a boy, whose parents and 
family, in the little town where they 
lived, had been regarded as much beneath 
her in the social scale. Playmates, school­ 
mates, friends, they grew up together, and 
with the passing years the childish prefer­ 
ence on part of both became the deeper 
passion of love, and at last the day had 
arrived which was to witness their union 
in the solemn obligations of matrimony. 
Nothing savoring of romance in all this. 
Nothing but what is happening around us 
every day, and therein lies the pity of it, 


] for in all these years of close companion­ 
> ship, these two young people had never 
1 awakened to the fact that they were n o t1 
only unsuited to each other, but positively 
incompatible. 
The girl’s family anil 
friends bitterly realized the state of affairs, 
but arguments, protestations and entreaties 
fell upon ears deaf to all opposition, aud 
with the blind obstinacy of an infatuated I 
girl she hurried to her fate. 
“And so ! 
they were married,” and for a brief period, 
how brief, alas! their lives were made 
blissful by the often deceptive glamor o f , 
the moon of honey. Then, slowly and re­ 
morselessly came the awakening, and in 
the harsh light of everyday life the glitter­ 
ing mirage of their cherished ideas laded ' 
into pale, cold reality, and the girl soon 
found hereelf possessed of all the attributes 
of a typical heroine of romance—youth, 
beauty, an unloved and uiiloving husband, 
and an unhappy heart. 
It will be useless to attempt to portray 
each varying phase of suffering, each 
shifting shade of despair which dailv 
wrought upon the unhappy girl. Estranged 
from her family and friends, pride enabled 
her for a time to bear up under the burden 
of her daily life, but when indifference 
upon the part of her husband was suc­ 
ceeded by actual brutality, further en­ 
durance became impossible, and with a 
desperation born of her sufferings, she | 
tore herself from the home and ties of her ! 
childhood and youth, and fled, to resume I 
among new faces, new associations, under 
a new name and new conditions, the j 
pursuit 
of 
that 
ever-fading 
marsh- j 
light, called happiness. Of her struggles ; 
and trials attendant upon her flight, we ! 
have nothing to d o ; but when she appeared ! 
as Miss Webber before the august Board 1 
of Trustees in the town of Gilroy, Cal., i 
armed and equipped with a first-grade 
county certificate, her beauty, youth and ' 
tact so worn upon that dignified assemblage 
that she very soon found herself the suc­ 
cessful applicant for a position of teacher 
in the schools of Gilroy. Though she 
may not have found in this commendable, 
if not very lucrative, employment of guid­ 
ing the blundering steps of her little pu­ 
pils along the steep and rugged path of 
knowledge any vast amount of happiness, 
there was at least peace; and Time, that 
mute physician whose mesmeric touch can 
still every heartache, at last wrought for 
her a perfect cure. 
Months afterward she learned that the 
death of her husband had absolved her 
from her marriage vows, and if she received 
the intelligence unmoved it was because 
she had already mourned with surpassing 
bitterness the husband who had never 
lived, the man of her ideal. Contented 
though her life now was, it could not be 
called complete. There was a yearning 
for the protection of a home, a longing for 
life that is the natural sentiment of 
every woman’s heart, and this long­ 
ing was strengthened rather than weak­ 
ened by the memory of that fleeting 
joy she had experienced, followed, though 
it 
was, 
by 
so 
much 
unhappiness. 
In this mood she was one day idly glanc­ 
ing over an old newspaper when her eye 
chanced upon one of those well known ad­ 
vertisements which can always be found in 
the column of “personals.” 
In this the 
usual “respectable gentleman of wealth 
and fine position solicited a correspondence 
with a refined and intelligent lady. Ob­ 
ject matrimony.” 
Moved by what "was ap­ 
parently a whimsical fancy, but which was 
in reality the hand of fate, she wrote to 
the address given, “L. D., P. O. Box 176, 
Grass \ alley,” and a day or two later was 
surprised to receive a manly and courteous 
letter, so sincere and respectful in tone 
that she had no hesitancy in writing again 
to the decorous stranger. 
Thus a long correspondence was begun.

the diamond and paid all the expenses, 
never told on her. 
“ You see also th at pawnbrokers are im­ 
portant factors in our business, and th at 
they are frequently of service in detecting 
crime. 
Still pawnbrokers encourage rolr- 
bers, for if there were no shops the tem pt­ 
ation to steal would not be so great. 
“ I t’s a singular business in every way,” 
concluded the thief taker, “ fascinating in 
many ways, but like everything else, one 
gets tired of it.” 


One of the best-known detectives in the 
U nited States sat in the lobby of the 
W indsor H otel yesterday afternoon, says 
the Denver Times’, and after repeated so­ 
licitations by a reporter of the Times, con­ 
sented to talk about the business. 
“ There is all the difference in the 
world,” he said, “ between the methods 
used by the secret service agents of dififer- 
ent countries. 
People who read French 
novels have an idea that the disguises 
spoken of in them as being worn by the 
Lecoqs of the different stories are some­ 
thing utterly untrue. 
Strange as it may 
seem, however, it is true. 


HE MUST BE VERY SMOOTH. 
“ A French detective who cannot so dis­ 
guise himself th at his superior officer can­ 
not recognize him , could not find employ­ 
m ent in any detective bureau. 
The dis­ 
guises are wonderful, too, and even the 
strong light of day shows no imperfections 
in them . 
^ “There are two sorts of detectives in 
France— State detective and the munici­ 
pal or city force. 
Among the formor no 
one knows who his fellow-detectives are, 
and as they never work in pairs, the neces­ 
sity for knowing each other is not so great. 
T he workings of the French bureau is 
very thorough, and more like the A m eri­ 
can method than the English. 
“The latter never thiuk of disguising 
themselves, and go to work openly. 
If a 
bank is robbed in France, a new assistant 
teller or clerk appears in the bank a day 
or so afterward—he is a detective, of 
course, and where in England the detective 
would be called in front of all the em ­ 
ployes and ask them all m anner of ques­ 
tions, the French would say nothing, and 
nothing more would probably be heard of 
the robbery until the thief was caught. 


THE ENGLISH STOOL PIGEON. 
“The English have a great system of 
stool pigeons. 
Among the vicious of all 
classes, male and female, are always those 
to be found, who, for the sake of being pro­ 
tected in a certain way, carry all the news 
of the crooked work done among the swell 
mobsmen, as high class thieves are called, 
to Scotland Yard, where is situated the 
Crim inal Investigation Bureau. I f ‘H arry, 
the Swell,’ is flashing a great deal of 
money about, the fact is at once reported 
to the police, and if any large forgery or 
robbery has recently occurred "Harry, the 
Swell,’ is liable to prove an alibi. 
Inside 
the great portico of Scotland Yard is a 
large case containing the photographs of 
all the detectives employed by the Bureau, 
and the crooks and thieves can have free 
access at any tim e to study the faces of 
those who are liable to be after them at 
some future time. 
This stool pigeon sys 
tem is not used much in America, as the 
police do not place much faith in it. 


HOW THE AMERICANS WORK IT. 
“In France or England, if the employe 
of a big banking house is suspected of ir­ 
regularities, his habits are watched, and 
the facts ascertained, w hile in America a 
man will be set on the track of the sup­ 
posed thief, make his acquaintance, and 
ingratiate him self into the suspected man’s 
confidence. 
H e wiil spend as much or 
more money than the suspect, and will go 
into any dissipation with him . 
In the 
event of irregularities in any large con­ 
cern, the American detective becomes an 
employe of the corporation—w hether as a 
porter or a Director of a bank. 
The clue 
and the working up of it is made much 
more of by an American than by anyone 
else. 
H e will jum p at conclusions from a 
faint something, and frequently h it the 
mark, where the stolid B ritisher would be 
stum bling in the dark. 


A GOOD DETECTIVE’S QUALITIES. 
“ To be a good detective a man must lie 
possessed of courage, brains and coolness. 
There is no mystery, however imj-enetrable 
it may appear, but w hat can be solved, if 
the right methods are employed. 
There 
was a case I remember in Chicago a few 
years ago. 
“A well-known 
murdered 
crime had evidently been committed the 
night before, for th e body hail been cold a 
long time, and the man’s family had 
waited for him to come to his home the 
evening previous. 
H is valuables had been 
tak en , the safe had been rifled, ami be­ 
yond the ghastly bullet-hole in the back of 
the m an’s head, there was nothing to indi­ 
cate with w hat the crime had been com­ 
mitted. 
No pistol could be found. 


W ORKING UP A CASE. 
“ I was put on the case and reasoned 
th at as robbery was evidently committed 
for gain, the m urderer must lie in poor cir­ 
cumstances. 
1 visited all the pawn shops 
in the city and found that five revolver; 
had l>een pawned lietween 6 o’clock the 
previous evening and the morning. Three 
were 45-calibre, the size evidently used to 
kill the man. 
Two of the men were well 
dres-ed and the other wasn’t. 
The latter 
was described to me, and 1 took the pawn­ 
broker down to the different railway de­ 
pots where trains were leaving. 
W e went 
through these trains, and finally located 
the man in a smoking-car. I arrested him. 
and much of the dead man’s property was 
found in his possession. 
It’s not much of 
a story—if the man hadn't pawned the 
pistol he would certainly have got off, hut 
it shows how much little things amount to, 
and will give you an idea of how a detect­ 
ive will go to work.

In terestin g In cid en t o f th e W ar o f 
th e R eb ellion . 
A peaceful army of young readers have 
fallen into line since the close of the civil 
war, yet the youngest of them are fam il­ 
iar w ith many of the details of the war, 
and no doubt know" of the noble Christian 
Commission which supplemented the San­ 
itary Commission, but had for its larger 
care the moral and religious needs of the 
soldiers.

President was Mr. George 
H. Stuart, 
of Philadelphia.

over the memories of the past, and he de­ 
lights to recall the varied incidents of that 
exciting period. 
1 have often heard him tell story after 
story of the war, and one has especially 
impressed me, as showing the influence of 
a voice on the memory, and also what ap­ 
parently slight means Providence may use 
to preserve a life from peril. 
I would like 
to tell it to the hoys and girls of to-day. 
Mr. Stuart was visiting a camp a few 
miles below W ashington, and in the even­ 
ing in company w ith two or three other 
gentlemen—one of whom was the late Mr. 
W illiam E. Dodge, of New York—held a 
prayer-meeting among the soldiers. 
N ine 
o’clock was the regulation hour for closing, 
but the interest was so deep th at the Colo­ 
nel of the regim ent said “ Go on,” and the 
meeting was prolonged for half an hour 
more. 
A t least, 10 o’clock had come when 
the gentlemen prepared to return to W ash­ 
ington by carriage. 
But the Colonel said : 
“ You can’t go to W ashington to-night; 
the guard is posted already ” (as 9 was the 
hour for guard mounting) “ and an order 
has been issued th at no civilian shall have 
the countersign.” 
Im perative business required the pres­ 
ence of Mr. Dodge, and he said he must be 
in W ashington before morning. 
The Colonel said he would see w hat 
could be done— perhaps the magic “word” 
would be given to Mr. Stuart on account 
of his position. 
H e went to the head­ 
quarters, and returning soon, whispered 
the “word” in M r. Stuart’s ear. 
Then he 
gave these m inute directions : 
“ Drive out until you are near the senti­ 
nel’s post—about two miles from camp— 
then leave the carriage and walk up to 
him. 
H e will present his gun to your 
face, and will call out, ‘W ho goes th e re ? ’ 
You will answer, ‘A friend with the count­ 
ersign.’ 
The sentinel will say, ‘ W hat is 
i t ? ’ 
You will then give the ‘w ord’ I 
whispered in your ear, and he will allow 
you to pass.” 
W ell, they drove out in the darkness, 
and Mr. Stuart left the carriage at the 
appointed place, and advanced till the 
at musket of the guard gleamed in dangerous 
nearness to his lace. 
Then the questions 
and answers followed just as the Colonel 
had described; only when the sentinel 
said, “W hat is it ? ” Mr. Stewart answered, 
“B ev e rly ;” and instead of this proving 
the wonderful “sesame,” the sentinel cried, 
calling him by name, “M r. Stuart! you 
have given the wrong word—th at is not 
the countersign. 
I cannot let you pass; 
you must go back to camp and get the 
right word.” 
So back M r. Stuart and Mr. Dodge 
drove in the black night, over the roads. 
It turned 
out th at the officer by mis­ 
take had whispered the countersign of the 
day before—it was changed every day. 
The mistake rectified, they started again, 
and again went through the programme. 
This tim e the word was “Massachusetts,” 
and they were [>ermitted to go on. 
But not before Mr. Stuart had turned 
and asked the soldier, “ IIow did you 
know who I was in the darkness?” and the 
man had answered : “ About fifteen years 
ago I heard you speak to a Sunday s :hool 
up in York State, and, though I have 
never seen you since, 1 remembered your 
voice. 
If it hadn’t been for that, I should 
have shot you!” 
Then said Mr. Stuart, “ My friend, I 
hope you have the countersign?” 
“ I 
have.” 
“ W hat is it?” 
“ The blood of 
Jesus C hrist,” was the reverent reply. 
Mr. Stuart says this story has been told 
far and near, and in other languages, but 
nearly always with untruthful variations. 
N aturally, he likes to have an accurate 
version given of such a thrilling incident 
in his life, and I can assure my readers I 
had this one only a few days ago from his 
own lips.— II. .1.

The sands of the bar have shifted 
during the last two or three years, and the 
hulk is now partly uncovered. 
The cargo

no cases of cholera on Takashim a, though 
it raged on the neighboring islands, and 
the im m unity is affirmed to be due to the 
purity of the drinking water.—Exchange.

and told him to go and make a winning. 
W hat do you suppose that duck done? 
lie cashed the check, took the quarter, 
strode over to the tub dice game, placed it 
on the six raffle and won $45 the first turn 
of the wheel. 
“Give me the money,” he 
exclaimed, and away he went to get the 
first square meal lie had probably eaten in 
a week. 
H e m ight have made th at same 
play a hundred times again and lost every 
bet, but some people can fall into the river 
and they’ll come up w ith a fish in both 
hands.” 
T hat reminds me,” said another knight 
of the cloth, “of an incident th at came un­ 
der my observation last week at a gambling 
house on Sixteenth street. 
A fly tender­ 
foot from the East, who, it is said, won 
$25,000 on election, sauntered up to the 
wheel and asked th e dealer the lim it on 
the colors. 
“ ‘Any amount you w ant to stake,’ was 
the reply. 
“ ‘AH rig h t; there's $5,000,’ said the 
sport, putting ten $500 bills on the black. 
‘Just flip tbe ball and see w hat she’ll do,” 
coolly chirruped the fellow. 
“ ‘The dealer, who had picked the ball 
out of the pocket, stayed his hand. 
H e 
looked at the money, sized up the player to 
see if he was bluffing and had a cable tied 
to it, and seeing the fellow meant business 
and had a big wad left, wilted and refused 
to roll. 
By this tim e fully fifty people had 
gathered around the table, those on the 
outside 
craning 
th eir necks over the 
shoulders of those in front of the daring 
stranger, who, with the utmost sang froid, 
drew a cigar from his pocket, asked the 
dealer for a match, carelessly scratched it 
on his pants, lighted the cigar and look­ 
ing im patiently at the dealer, remarked: 
Go ah ead ; win or lose.

Two days later this same gam bler didn’t 
have a dollar, and the following night he 
borrowed $50 and won $3,100.” 
“ The funniest play I ever witnessed 
came up the other night,” chipped in a 
th ird party. 
“A young fellow whose ap­ 
pearance was 
suggestive of a railroad 
fireman or brakeman bought $10 worth of 
chips and tackled the wheel. 
In a half 
hour he had lost $65. 
H e was considera­ 
bly discouraged, and was about to leave 
when he turned to the dealer and said: 
‘ You can’t beat me for $5 on the colors.’ 
H e had 50 cents' worth of chips left from 
previous deals, and, throwing a $5 gold 
piece on the red, he straddled the double 
aud single O’s with the chips in order to 
protect him self against the percentage. 
The ball went spinning around and had 
made several circuits, when the fellow 
switched gold piece to the single O aud 
transferred the chips to the red.

seconds the ball dropped and caught the 
single O. 
H e lost 50 cents in chips and 
won $175 off the $5. 
H e exercised a 
whole lot of sense then, for he cashed in 
and got away with the money.”

stated the parties won by a scratch, but 
fifty others lost. 
These r ire winnings re­ 
mind me of the freaks of fortune in the 
gold mines of California. 
Everybody 
heard of the Floods, O’Briens, Mackays, 
and a few more fortunates, but the world 
never stopped to think of the thousands 
upon thousands who lost. 
Most of the 
money which supports the ten or fifteen 
gambling houses in Denver is won from 
poor laborers, who take $10 or $15, the 
earnings ot a whole week, ami try to win 
a fortune. 
The am ount they draw is not 
enough to protect them. 
They simply 
play their money againsr the thousands of 
the" bank, and tiiev are bound to lose in 
the end. 
Occasionally some fellow makes 
a winning, but, if lie stays long enough, it 
will break him . 
The only ones who make 
money out of gambling are the proprie­ 
tors of the houses. 
It is a costly amuse­ 
m ent for the players. 
They rustle around 
for a week or month, earn $15 or $75, as 
the case may he, and lose it. 
They might 
as well march up and hand it over to the 
dealer, for he is sure to gobble it in a few 
hours.”—Denver Neue.

OUR INTERESTS AND^DUTY IN SAMOA. 


Mr. Charles H . Bates is one of the Com­ 
m issioners to B erlin to consider the Samoan 
question. 
H e was the agent of the U nited 
States who went out to Samoa in 18S6 to 
exam ine into the situation at that time. 
Now it is evident that this Samoan matter 
Is by no means as yet free from difficulty- 


T he fact that Herbert Bismarck last week 
■was in England, and 
is reported tele­ 
graphing to the Imperial Government that 
h e had come to an understanding with 
Lord Salisbury, whereby England agrees 
to “ stand by" Germany in the conference 
o f next m onth, if accepted as true, is an 
om inous fact. 
It is the Am erican senti­ 
m ent that if such a caucus has been held 
and 
a pre-judgment 
formed, it would 
justify the United States in withdrawing 
from the negotiations. 
T he hope should 
be entertained that the “ story” is untrue 
B ut assuming its truth, and coupling it 
w ith the naval activity of Germany in the 
Samoan direction, and the past outrageous 
usurpations of German instigation in the 
Samoan group, the statem ents of Mr. Bates 
in the current number of the Century jios- 
sess the highest interest. 


Prem ising that the U nited States was 
the first Governm ent to make a treaty with 
the Samoans; that we sent Colonel Stein- 
berger to the islands in 1874 with a draft 
o f a Constitution, to aid them in estab­ 
lishing orderly government, which they 


adopted, at that tim e electing M alietoa 
K in g and adopting a flag, which our ship 
o f war, the Tuscarora, saluted 
in 
the 
midst of great rejoicing; that we first ac­ 
quired harbor rights there; that it was 
agreed that no other power should acquire 
superior or other rights than enjoyed bv 
u s ; that we covenanted to interpose our 
friendly offices 
for the preservation of 
the inde¡>endence of 
the island king­ 
dom ; 
that 
M alietoa 
was deported by 
Germany 
under our protest; 
that 
we 
officially declined to recognize Tamasesse 
the usurper who was put into the seat o f 
authority by < ierm an arms— let us ex­ 
am ine what Mr. Bates says, since it is im ­ 
portant that our people should well under- , 
stand 
the whole matter. 
In brief, the 
Commissioner thus puts the case: 
T he [losition o f Samoa with respect to 
the lower coast is that of H awaii to the 
upper coast. 
T he two points are equi-dis- 
tant from the Isthm us. 
Samoa is in the 
direct line of trade between the Isthmus 
and Australia, between China and the 
Isthm us, and between California and Aus­ 
tralasia. 
W hatever claim we have to con­ 
sideration in the control of the Isthm us or 
the independence of Central and South 
Am erican States, relates also, in a degree, 
to Samoa. 
The commercial policy upon 
w hich 
we insist 
as to the Sandwich 


this: 
it 
binds 
us, 
and 
so 
do 
the 
acts 
of our representatives, to 
which 
we have 
assented. 
W ithout 
national 
dishonor we cannot retreat. 
W e m ight 
add to the words of Mr. Bates that the 
commonest dictates of hum anity, to say 
nothing of self-interest, also foroid us to 
stand silent and inactive and see the usur­ 
pations of Germany made permauent. W e 
should deal w ith the people of Samoa as 
fairly and considerately as we would with 
those of Central America, England or 
M exico, and no less so. 
It is painful to 
notice that in San Francisco one American 
journal has treated the claim s of the Samo­ 
ans upon us as of no special importance, 
and the concern respecting the whole ques­ 
tion as of no m oment and unwarranted. 
T he spirit anim ating such utterance meas­ 
ures the keeping of national honor accord­ 
ing to the ability of the other contracting 
party to enforce performance. 


But, as Mr. Bates says, intervention in 
behalf of Samoan independence and recog­ 
nition of the established native authority 
is demanded for the preservation of our 
naval harbor and acquired rights, the pro­ 
tection of the persons and property of our 
citizens, and the neutrality of the whole 
Samoan group because of its commanding 
position in the Pacific. 
Am erican fore­ 
sight is lost, he adds, if we fail to perceive 
that the independence of these islands is 
endangered by German dom ination, that 
they constitute the key to a commerce of 
vast proportions to flow between the Pacific 
shores 
and 
Polynesia. 
Even 
under 
the most discouraging circumstances, and 
in the face 
of 
the 
most bitter 
riv­ 
alry, 
not 
to 
say 
hostility, 
in

pie have been correspondingly benefited. 
T he San Francisco Bulletin, remarking 
upon these facts, suggests that it may be 
sim ply the case of a new broom, and ex ­ 
presses the fear that the women w ill not 
continue in w ell doing. 
But the Bulletin 
loses sight of the fact that the people of 
Oskaloosa by their votes have expressed 
confidence that their women w ill continue 
to clean and keep the m unicipal house 
tidy. 
A t any rate, there is no warrant to 
justify the belief that the staying quality 
of women, when intrusted w ith duty, is 
less than that of men ; and likew ise it is 
certain that they have, in the town named, 
accomplished all and more than they 
agreed to undertake. 
It w ill be tim e 
enough to doubt them when they prove 
recreant and susceptible to the corrupting 
influence of low politics. 
In fact, there is 
more reason to believe women will prove 
true to cleanliness than men, because they 
are intuitively inclined in that direction, 
and their associations are such that they are 
more free from the operation of vicious in- 
lluences than are m en. 
Nevertheless, we 
would not have women fill all m unicipal 
offices, nor even m an y; the Oskaloosa case 
is a protest, and as such is noteworthy. 


M iss C o r d e l i a T i l d e n , of Cleveland, 
Ohio, died at the age of 90 years on the 
10th of March. 
H er brother, Judge T il­ 
den, of that city, had her remains cremated 


at Buffalo on the 20th. 
In explaining to 
her friends w hy he did so, he said that he 
followed out the desire of his sister, and 
added that one o f her ancestors, Colonel 
Ilenrv Lawrence, of W ashington’s staflj 


at the port of A pia alone by 8200,000 
worth of goods from the one port of San 
Francisco, brought out solely by sailing 
vessels. 
Apia, by natural situation, is the 
distributing point for a large part of P oly­ 
nesia, and 
when the world’s commerce 
flows through an isthm ian canal, H aw aii 
must resign the key of m aritim e dominion 
to Samoa. 


F in ally, to cotningle our own w ith the 
view s of the essayist, we are hound to 
stand for Samoan independence, because 
we invited the K ing to lean upon us, as 
express consideration for the grants made 
to us, but when the hour of trial came we 
failed him , and a vacillating Adm inistra- 
tration rebuked the Consular representa­ 
tive who attem pted to preserve our self­ 
respect by extending to the menaced mon­ 
arch the temporary protection of the flag. 
W e are 
in common prudence bound to 
interest ourselves to resist German en­ 
croachment, if for nothing more than the 
lact that Germany is so persistent in the 
attem pt to control the islands, and has 


boldly proposed to us to join her in the 
seizure and to share the plunder. 
As Mr. 
Bates says, let us demand the restoration 
of the status quo, the return of the ab­ 
ducted 
King-Chief, and his placem ent 
once more in power, and, let us add, let 
the decree of the Am erican Government 
then be to Germany, England, ourselves 
and all others, “hands off 


Islands, therefore applies to Samoa, be­ 
cause o f its relation to the Isthmian policy 
of neutrality. 
Our need for a naval port 
of supply and refuge in the South Seas is 


w holly dependent upon the m aintenance 
o f the neutrality of Samoa. 
Our treatv 
with the Samoan chiefs was made in 1S72, 
that of Germany, in 1879, and of England 


later in the same year. 
In that year the 
three 
Powers agreed upon a municipal 
form for the government o f the city of 
A pia, as a neutral place, and the Samoans 
gladly assented. 
T he agreement was not 
submitted, through error of the late A d­ 
m inistration, to the United States Senate, 
but we have acquiesced in the action of 
our representatives in Samoa, have en­ 
joyed its fruits, exercised due share in the 
local control, and in morals and good faith 
are bound to the Samoans to hold true and 
steadfast to the compact. 


Now, in Mr. M onroe’s tim e he could not 
foresee the relations to grow up between 
the U nited States and the island groups of 
the Pacific. 
The Monroe doctrine, while 
lim ited in application in its genesis, must 
apply in principle to the expansion of our 
relations— that is to say, the doctrine in 
essence is that European Powers shall not 
interfere in the affairs of this part of the 
hem isphere to the detrim ent of our inter­ 
ests and safety. 
W harton, in his “Digest 
of International I a w , " classifies our action 
respecting H aw aii and Samoa among the 
special applications of the Monroe doc­ 
trine, but if it lie granted for a moment 
that the “doctrine” excludes Samoa, then 
it is the sentim ent of the American peo­ 
ple, and it is in accord with the genius of 
our institutions, that 
a new 
doctrine 
should be promulgated that will save to 
perfect neutrality this, the last foothold 
of freedom in Polynesia, save only a small 
and unimportant island that we secured in 
1886 by treaty and the right of discovery. 
Now, says Mr. Bates, we are committed to 
the Samoans that no disposition shall be 
m ade of 
their Government and their 
homes without our consent, no matter 
w hat power attem pts to dominate. 
All 


the 
diplom atic 
correspondence 
proves 


T h e statisticians report that the women 
o f the age are growing larger. 
Two ev i­ 


dences are cited— one, that the glove- 
makers all agree that the sizes of gloves 
for women have steadily increased during 
the last fifty years— that is to say, the de­ 
mand has increased for large size- cut of 
proportion to the demand for other sizes. 
So, too, the sale of large sizes in shoes, is 
on the steady increase. 
Let it be hoped 
that the statisticians are correct in their 
premises and conclusions. 
Some had sup­ 


posed, from observation, that the female 
race, as represented by Am erican women, 
was 
deteriorating 
in 
size, and 
would 
like to be disbused of the suspicion that 
the increase the statisticians vouch for, ex ­ 
tends to stature, and 
is not confined to 
hands and feet. 
But seriously, the de­ 
mand referred to does not of necessity in­ 
volve the interpretation that the stature or 
general physical conformation of the race 
is such as to justify the belief that human 
kind are becoming larger. 
W h ile it is a 
fact as to man, that the measure of the 
clothing of this day indicates that the 
men of three centuries ago were smaller 
than those of to-day, yet when it comes to 
the apparel o f women, another fact is to 
be taken into consideration that the sta- 
ticians have probably overlooked. 
And 
that important fact is, that the means of 
supplying the demands for gloves and fine 
shoes are such to-day, and are so much 
cheapened, that myriads of )>eople indulge 
in those luxuries now, who, had they lived 
two hundred, or even one hundred years ago, 
could not 
have afforded the “extrava­ 
gance” and who, by reason of the training 
and fashion of the past would not have 
sought such 
indulgence. 
To-day those 
whose hands and whose feet are bv reason 
of toil large and strongly developed, are 
as free, so far as fashion and cost of the 
luxury are concerned, to clothe them in 
“ kid,” as are the dainty and pampered, 
the effeminacy of whose hands and feet 
may not so much typify delicacy of phys­ 
ical build as im m unity from the toil that 
is the hand-m aid of robust health and 
well-earned substance. 
The maid of to­ 
day goes to market in her kid gloves quite 
as freely as her mistress does in her fash­ 
ionable calls. 
T he scrub-woman when she 
dons 
holiday attire, 
m ay pull on her 


French kid foot wear below stairs at the 
same tim e that her mistress assumes hers 
above. 
A hundred years ago our great 
grandmothers were content with a half 
dozen pairs of fine gloves in a life tim e, 
but their more favored descendants of this 
era consider them selves ground down to 
the lim its of extrem est economy if thev 
have not as m any annually. It is not then 
nearly so much a question of improve­ 
ment physically as it is of the advance of 
the age in providing lavishly the comforts 
of life, the ease of their production, and 
the vastly improved conditions that place 
those things w ithin the reach o f the m ul­ 
titude that were once available only bv 
the rich. 


TiW en’s father was so much in favor of 
this system of disposing of the dead, and 
such an admirer o f Colonel Lawrence for 
his courage in ordering his body to be 
cremated in the face of the bitter preju­ 
dice of the tim e against that means, that 
he named his son after the Colonel. 
The 
people of Cleveland, or a considerable 
number of them, appear to have enter­ 
tained the idea that the body of Miss T il­ 
den was to be burned to ashes, when the 
fact is that in crem ation no fire is perm it­ 
ted to touch the body at all. 
The remains 
are inclosed in a casket, which is exposed 


to intense heat. 
T he gases are conducted 
away by lofty flues, and in a brief time, 
without any roasting process whatever, the 
body is reduced to a few ounces of pearl- 
colored ashes, w hich are gathered into an 
urn and delivered to the mourners for in ­ 


terment, if they choose. 
Judge Tilden is 
unquestionably correct in the statement 
that one-half the opposition to cremation 
would vanish if the people could be made 
to clearly understand that fire does not 
touch the body in the process. 
Cremation 
is the rational, economic, sanitary, cleanly 
and in every way the best m ethod of dis­ 
posal of the bodies of our dead, and the 
tim e is not very far distant when it will 
come to be generally recognized and ap­ 
proved. 


A N e w 5 o r k legi-lator has produced 
a bill that lie holds w ill provt a panacea 
for all the ills that afflict the labor and 
capital questions. 
l i e proposes by this 
measure that whenever either party to a 
disagreement between 
corporations and 
em ployes requests it, a “ State Board of 
M ediation ” shall proceed to the scene of 
the “ trouble ” and decide the issues, and 
that such judgm ent shall be final and bind­ 


ing. 
W e wonder if that legislator ever 
heard of the Constitution of the U nite 1 
>tates, or has ever been informed that in 


this country a man is guaranteed the right 
to hire whom he pleases, as long as he 
pleases, and for what he pleases, and that 


every man enjoys the right to work for 
what he chooses, for whom he chooses, and 
also enjoys the sovereign privilege of quit­ 
ting when he pleases the service of anv 


m an? 
The “ id e a ” of 
that legislator 
would scarcely be tolerated even in de- 
sjKitic Russia, and would put the property 
and liberty of every man in th e hands of 
his neighbor. 


I f it is true that Senoussi has taken 
Darfour and Kordofan, and is pressing 
hotly upon the M ahdi from the west, then 
it is possible that the days of Abdullah, 
the successor of the “False Prophet,” are 
numbered and his rule over the Soudan 
nearly at an end. 
Sheik Senoussi made a 
master stroke when he captured the capi­ 
tal of the Wadai province, for it is the 
key to the control of a section as large as 
all Germany. 
If Em in Pasha has knowl­ 
edge of the successes of Senoussi, he will 
not be lik ely to retreat from his position, 
but will 
rather 
advance against

two fires and must be crushed and the 
African problem thereby solved.

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SPRING MEETINGS. 


SHALL SACRAMENrO BE THE RAC­ 
ING CENTER! 


Proposed A nnual Spring E vents U n­ 
der the P atronage o f the State 
A gricultural Society. 


Reference has already been made to a 
movement looking toward the inaugura­ 
tion of annual spring racing meetings in 
this city, to be held under the auspices of 
the State Agricultural Society. This is a 
matter pregnant with interest to the citi­ 
zens of this city, as it means the possible 
establishment of an annual event that 
wonld bring many thousands of people to 
\ t h e city, and in a very short time would 
«.lual in importance the great racing events 
of the State Fair. In no other part of the 
United States can early spring turf meet­ 
ings be conducted as successfully ss on this 
coast, and there is no other place on the 
coast where turfmen would i.refer to test 
their runners in preference to Sacramento! 
One of the arguments in favor of these 
spring meetings is that they will greatly 
stimulate the business of breeding tine ani­ 
mals, h business that has already grown to 
such dimensions as tu place California on a 
par with the famous blue-grass region of 
Kentucky. The proceeds of sales of vouug 
stock from Senator Stanford’s Palo Aito 
breeding farm last year are said to have been 
upward of {-'00,000, and only a few weeks 
ago the telegraphic columns of the R e c ­ 
ord-Unio s recorded the fact that three 
California breeders had met with phenom­ 
enal success in disposing of their young 
stock in New A ork city. 
L. J. Rose aione 
sold $120,000 worth of youngsters. 
Be­ 
having spring meetings here the young 
Ca.ilurnia horses entered in the great East­ 
ern circuits would be brought together, and 
turfmen from beyond the Rockv Mountains 
would be attracted hither to witness their 
performances, in order to be able to select 
for purchase promising colts that might 
have good summer engagements. The bet­ 
ter a colt is engaged the more valuable he 
becomes, especially if he shows up well in 
his spring form. This fact means much to 
breeders. 
BECOMING A NECESSITY. 
The boom—if such it may be called—in 
horse-breeding in California demands that 
a great annual spring meeting be estab­ 
lished. It is sure to come, and cannot long 
be «leaved. Its signilicanceto Sacramentans j 
exists in the question as to whether or not 
it shall be inaugurated here or elsewhere. ■ 
Oakland, San Francisco. San Jose and L s 
Angeles will no doubt all be eager to 
secure the prize, but Sacramento stands in 
a position to capture it if she will—if her 
business men can be induced to consider 
the proposition from a business and finan­ 
cial standpoint. The idea is to establish a 
turf event that will be on u broader and 
higher scale than anything heretofore at­ 
tempted on this coast. The stakes should , 
be of such value as to command the atten- | 
tion of turfmen and breeders everywhere. , 
AVith a very small guarantee from our cili- 1 
zens. coupled with the liberal aid offered by 
the State Society for the inaugural meeting, 
sweepstakes oí from $2,500 to $1,500 can be 
offered the wieners, Stakes of this char- 
scter, under proper conditions, \»ould in­ 
sure the entry of every coit of premisa ¡ 
bred on the coast, to say nothing of those 1 
brought here from the' East to'winter in ! 
our genial climate. An incentive would 
thus be given to Eastern men to come here ! 
and establish new breeding farms, until in ! 
a few years California would be without a ■ 
peer iu the world as the home of the horse. ¡ 


THE STATE BOARD As LIBERAL OFFER. 
An enterprise of ibis character could be 
managed and fostered by no organization 
so well as by the Stale Agricultural Society, 
and as the Directors of that institution 
have considered the matter, and signified 
their willingness to take hoi 1 and conduct ‘ 
it, the citizens of this city should be eager j 
to accept their aid. The members of the ; 
State Board have signified thtir willingness : 
to stand responsible for at least $5.000 o f; 
the sum required for the initial meeting, 
and with an equal sum contributed from 
other sources, they are satisfied they can Í 
formulate a series of stakes that will insure : 
the entry of a high class of colts. 
.’he fact lias been demonstrated—but is 1 
not generally understood outside of turf t 
circles—that the thoroughbred is most ¡ 
valuable in his two and tliree-year-old 
form. The richest events in all the great 
meetings 
of 
the 
East 
are contested 
for by colts of these ages. They are 
all enteted iq yearling form, to run when , 
two or three years old, and in order 
to properiy inaugurate the proposed spring ¡ 
meetings one year hence action must be 1 
taken at once. If the citizens of this citv ' 
can be made to realize the importance of 
this enterprise they will promptly set about 
securing the nt cessarv $5,000 to start the 
thing going, and once started it will run 
itself. There should be among the shrewd 
and prosperous merchants and business 
men of Sacramento, many with sufficient 
foresight to recognize 


THE PECUNIARY ADVANTAGES 
To result from subscribing—say $500—to a 
stake to be named after the donor, or his 
establishment, as he might elect. Such 
events, or stakes, would be perpetuated 
and increased by the State Agricultural So­ 
ciety from year to year, as funds permitted. 
As a business proposition, merely, it is a 
good one. The vaine of advertising in a 
judicious manner must be apparent to 
every individual or firm that has succeeded 
in mercantile pursuits, and even in many 
of the profession».

The fact was heralded tar and wide 
through the press of the country, and com­ 
mented on until people began to subscribe 
for his paper, with the hope of learning 
something about the man w h o paid $40,000 
for a piece of horseflesh 
Business men 
who had been plodding along in tbe old 
and well-worn ruts at first criticised some­ 
what sharply Bonner's method of attracting 
attention to himself and his business, but 
they finally had to acknowledge his keen 
foresight, as his business increased in a 
wonderful degree, and be soon began to 
figure among the millionaires of the land. 


SACRAMENTO TIIF. PLACE. 
But, aside from 'he opportunities afforded 
for individual gain, the establishment of 
the proposed spring meetings in Sacra­ 
mento would undoubtedly resttir in perma­ 
nent gain to tbe entire community. Sacra­ 
mento is more advantageously situated 
than any city in the State for the promo­ 
tion of an enterprise of this character. 
The spring climate here is delightful, 
the track and hotel accommodations are 
of the best, and the railroad facil ties are 
unsurpassed. Taken all in all. there is 
no place in the State so well adapted for a

For an inland city, Sacramento is very 
fortunate in having an excellent fish sup­ 
ply. The river that flows past her doors is 
one of the finest salmon streams on the 
coast, and if properly protected there is 
reason to believe that the supply will be 
maintained for generations to come. The 
State Fish Commissioners—as stated in 
these columns a day or two ago—have this 
season hatched and turned loose in the 
Sacramento river nearly 
four million 
young salmon, and if the Legislature con­ 
tinues to moke proper provision therefor 
the Commissioners wili be able to keep up 
the supply of young fishes. The carp— 
which has been designated as “the poor 
man's fish”—has multiplied wonderfully in 
the Sacramento river and contiguous basin, 
and can be taken in large quantities and 
with very little effort. 
Thanks to the Government Fish Com­ 
mission, our river is now well stocked with 
shad, a fish that is noted for its delicate 
flavor, and is regarded as a rare luxury 
even in the East.' The shad of the Sacra­ 
mento attain a large growth, often weigh­ 
ing seven pounds, a size rarely attained by 
those of the Hudson and other Eastern 
rivers. They can be bad in the markets in 
season, and reasonably cheap. 


THE LOCAL MARKETS. 
All of the fish markets in this city are 
doing a thriving business, and Ü3h are be­ 
ing caught in the river iu great quantities. 
Between this city and Isleton there are 
about twenty-five fishing scows, each one 
operated by two men. Between Isleton and 
Rio Vista there are many more, but the 
greater part of their catch goes to the can­ 
neries at San Francisco. In conversation 
with a reporter, W. R. Jones, one of the 
proprietors of the fish market at thp foot of 
K street, stated that the quantity of salmon 
caught this season in the Sacramento river 
was much greater than for some years past. 
The fish are larger than before, and weigh 
on an average about 22 pounds. Mr. Jones 
handles all the way front 125 to 300 salmon 
every day. 
Catfish are net as plentiful as they were 
last year, and scarcely any perch are being 
caught. The few that are taken sell for 10 
to 12 cents per pound, wholesale. 
There are perhaps more carp in tbe river 
than any other species c fta e finny tribe, 
ami although they are a palatable fish there 
seems to be very little demand for them. 
Said Mr. Jones : “ There are 2.000 pounds 
of carp you may take away for 2 cents a 
pound,”

W. H. Scudder, D. D., of San Francisco, 
delivered a most excellent address on the 
subject of " Why Sh uld Eve-y City and 
Every Class Sustain a Young Men’s Chris­ 
tian Association?” He said, iu p a rt: ’ i t 
first sight I wondered why this subject was 
given me. I asked, Why have a Young 
Men's Christian Association ?—forthesame 
reason that flowers bloom, for the good it 
does and the blessing it yields. As we look 
around us at tbe world we find two great 
classes of forces—one construction and tne 
other destruction. First, there are construc­ 
tion forces, starting with atoms brought 
forth by means ot construction energv. 
Also, there are destructive forces, working 
antagonistic thereto, 
if you do not believe 
it 
go 
and 
see. 
Tbere 
are destruct­ 
ive 
elements 
at 
work 
that 
will 
cause 
this 
earth, 
as 
is 
stated 
in Holy Writ, to me¡t with fervent heat. 
These antagonistic forces seem to balance 
each other now—the constructive, such as 
gravitation, cohesion, chemical affinity, 
electricity, and the destructive forces which 
repel. It is necessary that constructive 
forces predominate. Take a seed; it lays 
hold of the ground and out of it takes con­ 
structive energy. There is in the tree a 
tendency to decay; this is des’ruclive 
energy. Now this constructive energy must 
be stronger, or the tree dies. It'this is 
necessary in material phenomena, how 
much more so in the phenomena of human 
lile. Man v\as originally in a barbarous 
state, when there 
was no constructive 
energy. But in civil society two forces are 
at work, the first, in lieu of restraint; the 
second, in lieu of constraint. The world is 
full of people who make mistakes. Moses 
made a great mistake with the Command­ 
ments, because fie tried them on a series of 
. nols\ 
Pity some one did not make some 
just like them. These restraining forces 
are great construction energies. And so we 
write on our stauue books and in our 
Courts ofjustine one little word. not. It must 
be, or the whole world would go to ruin ; 
but there must also bea constraining power. 
Men are like steam—it must not only be re­ 
strained, but constrained. 
“The great constructive forceof tbe world 
is Christianity, and Christianity differs from 
every other force and every other religion. 
Buddhism was good, as far as it went, but f 
the constructive force of Christvnity is 
greater than all. Somehow it i u s new 
life into society, and to-day tin: whole 
Christian world i- here for a constructive 
purpose. There are destructive forces here 
by which, if not c< unte ¡balanced, the 
world of society would go back to chaos. 
These destructive forces are particularly 
directed against young men, and there is 
nothing but Christianity to counteract 
these, and to do this the church is the 
great agency, and auxiliary to that is the 
Young Men’s Christian Association. The 
church as at present conducted is not ade­ 
quate to do this alone. It is open but one 
day in the week, while the Association is 
seven. The devil's mills run seven davs, 
while the church mills run only one, and 
but four hours at that, 
“Business men of Sacramento ought to 
support the \ oung Men's Christian Asso- 
cia’ion Í r commercial reasons—as a pro­ 
tective agency against dishonesty and 
crime. Citizens ought to support it for 
political purposes, and society ought to 
support it for social reasons; for by it will 
be hastened the coming of the King and 
the ushe: ■ ; g iu the glad medeival morn."

About noon yesterday Condon, Van 
% oohries and Hopkins, the three onium 
victims captured on Thursday in a railroad 
car, were taken from their cells in the City 
Prison and started for the Connty Jail by 
officers Rider and Rowland. The latter 
two prisoners were very stubborn and 
would not get out of their bunks until they 
were about to be dragged from them. All 
three of them were pitiful-looking sights. 
Sallow-complexioned 
and with sunken 
cheeks, their eyeballs actually seem as if 
they were about to drop front iheir sockets. 
Just before leaving the jail all three of 
them begged mercifully for "inchee,” the 
ashes found in opium pipes after the opium 
has been smoked, a quantity of which is 
always kept at the jail. Hopkins posi­ 
tively refused to accompany the officers 
without first being given some “medicine,” 
as he tprmfd it, and he deliberately laid 
down on tbe floor and refused to budge. 
He was placed upon his feet, and upon 
being hand cuffed to Van Voohries the 
latter said: “It’s a good thing you chained 
me, for as sute as I stand here I was going 
to make a break, killed or no killed.” 
Tbe prisoners were started off with no 
little effort, Rider taking charge of Van 
Voohries and Hopkins. When opposite a 
Chinese cellar at Third and I streets, both 
leaped down the stairs and into the dark 
basement. Rider was upon them in an 
instant, and what with the noise of the 
frightened Mongolians and the scuflie be­ 
tween the officers and tbe men, pandemo­ 
nium reigned 
Captain Karcher happened 
to be driving along the street at that mo­ 
ment, and with his assistance Rider secured 
his charge. No further incident occurred 
during the rest of the route, save the 
cursing and blasphemy of Hopkins, who 
was the instigator of tlie break for liberty. 
He was perhaps making for China Slough 
to drown hituself and thus complete the 
job he set out upon when caught in the car 
on the preceding day.

land. 
“Speculation has been promoted by all 
kinds of deception. Towns whicb never 
had an existence, except in name, have 
been reported in Eastern papers as flourish­ 
ing cities, and people urged to purchase 
lots, with a view to large profits. W e were 
greatly hum iliated a few days ago, in read­ 
ing an article in the October num ber of the 
Chantauquan, in which ‘Redendo Beach,’ 
a place where a Chautauqua Assembly is 
sought to be established, was described. 
The writer says: 
" 'The Assembly usually held at Long 
Beach, Southern California', has been trans­ 
ferred to Redendo Beach, sixteen miles 
southwest from Los Angeles, on a beauti­ 
ful cove of the Pacific Ocean. The Assem­ 
bly ha9 $250,000 worth of property in the 
city before which it lies. The buildings in 
course of erection are on a large camons, 
finely terraced, with am phitheater in 'th e 
center. The latter is inclosed in brick, 
surrounded by a gallery, and furnished 
with opera chairs, with a seating capacity 
of four thousand. The H all of Philosophy 
is copied after the one at Chautauqua, save 
that the architecture is Corinthian 
There 
is a splendid gymnasium and a children’s 
temple. A hotel costing $350.000 is build 
ing, and altogether the outlook for a grand 
Chautauqua is magnificent.’ 
“ How this account got into the Chantau- 
i/uan, and why the projectors of this scheme 
should have allowed this report to go out 
uncontradicted, is a marvel to us. 
Here, 
we are told, is a ‘ city ’ before which lies 
$250,000 worth of property belonging to 
the Assembly. 
H ere is a • finely-terraced 
campus, in the center of which is an 
‘ am phitheater ’ * inclosed in brick,’ ‘ sur­ 
rounded by a gallery and furnished with 
opera chairs, with a seating capacity of 
4 000,’ not one item cf which was found 
within ten miles of the place. Then there 
is a ‘ H all of Philosophy, copied afier the 
one at Chautauqua,’ with ‘ a splendid gym­ 
nasium and children’s tem ple.’ 
All these 
are represented as being done, when not a 
brick was laid, not a foot of tim ber had 
been erected, and the whole city, so-called, 
was as destitute of any of these buildings— 
including the $350,000 hotel—as a desert of 
flowers, if you may except a few scattered 
tents. 
“ Such things are not only damaging to 
the country, but to the cause of religion. in 
the interests of which this Chautauqua 
movem ent claims to be carried on. 
“ If lots have been sold at Redendo on 
these misrepresentations of the C’hautau- 
quan, we hope the purchasers may realize 
their expectations, but the outlook is not 
flattering for such.”

Rainfall—Throughout California the rain­ 
fall lor the m onth was in excess of the 
usual amount, the greatest excess being 
found along the coast of Central California, 
and the least in the lower San Joaquin val­ 
ley. 
In Oregon and W ashington Territory 
the rainfall has been light, the greatest de­ 
partures from the norm al am ount occurring 
near the m outh of the Columbia river.

LOST IN THE STORM. 


One of our local editors clipped from a 
leading magazine extracts from a vivid de­ 
scription of a western blizzard, which we 
have taken the liberty to publish and at the 
same time suggest to H. H. Warner & Co., 
the proprietors of the celebrated W arner’s 
Safe Cure, the feasibility of taking there­ 
from an extract for the introduction of one 
of their telling advertisements.

There is no doubt that the terror which 
seizes the bewildered traveler is similar to 
tbat which overcomes one when he learns 
that he is suffering from an advanced Kid­ 
ney Disease, and is informed that he is in 
the last stages of Bright's disease.

O ar Apples in England. 
The American apple has become such an 
important item in English markets that 
the British fruit-grower has been roused 
and the British economist has been stirred 
into speech, and action may follow. A 
writer in the London Horticultural Time» 
(Sampson Morgan) furnishes a mass of 
hgures, from which it appears that, in 
1888, 811,410 barrels, containing 2,434,230 
bushels of apples, were imported into Eng­ 
land from this country, in addition to 
thousands oi tons brought from various 
parts of the continent. England is pay­ 
ing out over $40,000,000 a year to foreign 
fruit-growers, aud more than $500,000,000 
yearly for imported food products—more 
than half of which, Mr. Morgan contends, 
could easily be raised at home. The value 
of imported fruit was four times greater in 
1S65 than in 1845, and has grown to lie 
nearly ten times as much in 1888. And 
yet, with all this increase of supply, prices 
have not fallen. 
As the Kent farmers 
have realized handsome profits on apples, 
and on the nearly related fruit, jiears, the 
further development of the industry is 
urged. 
The writer also insists on the superiority 
of the English fruits over the same varie­ 
ties raised abroad. On this point there is 
opportunity for discussion, but every ob­ 
serving man will echo the writer’s appeal 
that the great demand for fruit lie utilized 
by extending its culture so that a half of the 
population, instead of being driven into the 
already congested cities and towns, shall 
find employment in fields and orchards. 
It is interesting to note that the writer in­ 
sists on the superiority of the home-grown 
fruit as a reason for increasing the product, 
and makes no apjieal for “protection” 
against the fruit raised in countries where, 
for various reasons, the cost of growing 
and marketing is less. It is stated by the 
same writer that grapes, as well as |>ears 
and apples, can also be produced in this 
country for less money than in England. 
The suggestion that fruit-raising be pushed 
in order to give healthful employment to 
thousands of men who now pine in cities 
is as pertinent in the new as in the old 
England.— Bottom Transcript.

Facts About Soil. 
The soil is a compound substance of 
mineral, vegetable and animal particles 
that form the upper stratum of the earth’s 
surface. In selecting the site for a farm 
there are many things to be considered in 
addition to the character of the soil. 
Among these is the importance of loca­ 
tion with regard to market facilities, 
health, good neighborhood and prospect­ 
ive rise in value. Soils admit of many 
classifications, arising from their different 
constituents. Rocks are the original basis 
of soils, having by the long-continued 
agency of the forces of nature, by air, 
moisture, frost and heat, been resolved into 
minute particles, taking on the form of 
earth. 
Soils are called stony, gravelly, 
peaty, etc., according as the substances 
named constitute a leading feature in the 
compound. A loam is a soil chiefly com­ 
posed of silicious sand, clay and other 
mineral substances along with a large per­ 
centage of decayed vegetable and animal 
matter, to which it principally owes its 
fertility. The pulverulent brown sub­ 
stance formed by the action of air on solid 
animal or vegetable matter, is called hu­ 
mus, and is a valuable constituent of soils. 
It renders stiff soils friable, absorl>s and 
retains moisture, and in a large degree 
supplies the mineral elements of decayed 
matter in soluble forms for plant growth. 
The capacity of a sandy loam for retaining 
moisture depends on the amount of de­ 
cayed vegetable matter which it contains 
and without which it will lie infertile. 
Sandy and clay soils requires different 
treatment. Each will be benefited by an 
admixture with the other, but the union 
of pure sand and clay alone will be sterile 
unless supplied with decomposed vegetable 
matter. I’nder draining is highly bene­ 
ficial to clay soils. A sandy loam is easily 
worked and is among the most desirable 
of all the soils. 


Carpenters W ho W ork In Crude W ays, 
but A chieve Superior R esults. 
The Japanese artisan lias four hands 
and twelve fingers. He uses his feet as an 
extra pair of hands, and his two great toe» 
can wrap themselves around the articles 
with which he works like an American’s 
thumb. I saw a cooper at work mending 
a bucket. He held the bucket between 
his feet while he sat down to his work and 
put on the hoops with a hammer and 
wedge. His legs were bare and his cue 
was tied in the old Japanese fashion, 
while liis almond eyes closely watched the 
work he had before him. After ten min­ 
utes of pounding he laid down his tools 
and took a smoke, and during the hour 
that I sat near him he smoked four time-. 
The Japanese pipe only holds a pinch of 
tobacco, and he could do this cheaply, but 
the time consumed was at least twenty 
minutes. This perpetual siesta is one of 
the features of J apante labor. I am told 
by old American residents that a Japanese 
workman will not do one-third as much in 
a day as an Ameriean workman, and in 
every case they seem to do their work in 
the hardest of ways. 
The methods of labor in Japan are the 
direct opposite of those in America. The 
carpenters, for instance, pull their planes 
the other way, and when they use the 
drawing knife they push it from them in­ 
stead of pulling it towards them. They do 
most of their work sitting, and they do all 
the work on the pull stroke instead of the 
push stroke, and they stand the board as a 
rule at an angla of '45° against something 
rather than lay it on a bench or sawhorse 
as we do. They do their marking, not 
with chalk, but with a reel and an inked 
string when they wish to saw in a straight 
line, and the whole of the work of turning 
the rough logs into the finest of cabinet 
work is done by hand. 
There are no planing mills in Japan, 
and the sawmills can be counted on the 
fingers of one hand. The usual method of 
sawing logs iuto boards is to stand the log 
at an angle against the support and saw it 
by band. The saw used is not the power­ 
ful cross-cut saw of America, but a wide 
short Japanese instrument, which has a 
handle about two feet long, aad which 
looks like a butcher’s cleaver filed into a 
saw. 
The human sawmill stands on top of the 
log or under it, and pulls away for ten 
hours a day for about 30 cents" Skilled 
carpenters in cities get about forty Ameri­ 
can cents a day, and the best men in the 
business do not get over forty-five. Still, 
you will find no better workmen in the 
world than here. Their work is done 
with the use of very few nails, and they 
have to be cabinet-makers as well as car­ 
penters. Every Japanese house has walls 
which must move in grooves in and out 
every day, and the ordinary home is as 
finely put together as a bureau. The join­ 
ing of everything is done by dovetailing, 
and the Japanese could teach our Ameri­ 
can workmen much in the polishing and 
joining of fine woods. 
Speaking of house-building, the Japan­ 
ese begin their work at the top. The roof 
goes on first, and then they begin to build 
the walls and to construct the interior.— 
Frank G. Carpenter.

One Dr. Tere, in England, is advocating 
the sting of bees as a remedy for rheuma­ 
tism. He declares that he has treated 
with success 173 cases, and has given in all 
39,000 stings. 


Prune-drying in France. 
We find the following in the Country 
Gentleman, taking from an English paper, 
describing the process of drying prunes 
observed in France by a traveler : All the 
apparatus required consists of trays and 
two or more ovens. The trays are made 
either of wickerwork or wood, are round 
or triangular, and deep enough to carry a 
single layer of plums, and allow of their 
being placed upon each other without 
crushing the fruit. Every morning the 
trees are looked over, and the fruit that is 
ripe picked just before the flesh begins to 
soften. The plums are placed in the trays, 
put for an hour or two in the sun, and 
then laid on the floor of the oven. These 
ovens are made just like the ordinary 
bread ovens; they are usually built in 
pairs, each one about ten feet long and 
four feet wide inside, and are heated 
by burning a certain quantity of wood 
inside of them. When the fruit is put in- 
the temperature should be about 100 de­ 
grees Fahrenheit. In the course of a few 
hours the plums assume a curious, puffy 
appearance; and if the heat is too great, 
they will burst, a result most carefully to 
be avoided. 
They are taken out of the 
oven, cooled, and again put in with tem­ 
pera'¡ire at about 132 degrees; again with­ 
drawn and cooled, and this time the fruit 
is turned by placing an empty tray upside 
down over a full one, and turning them 
over together. They are again put in the 
oven, this time the heat being raised to 
170 degrees. 
The operation is repeated until the 
plums are completely pressed. 
Some dry 
more quickly than others, and are picked 
out and placed in other trays as they are 
ready. The more slowly the whole opera­ 
tion is performed the better, and the 
oftener the piums are put into the oven, 
the higher the quality of the produce. 
W hen ready, the plums are sorted into 
various grades.
